Tax oN Prayme Cazps.—The Com-
missioner of Internal Revenue has
caused the subject of the liability of
playing eards, properly stamped hy
the manufacturer, to an additional
stamp duty in the hands of the re-

tailer, to be ecarefully reconsiderel.
After giving the grounds of his deci-
sion, he concludes as follows:

“I am of the opinion that when the
manufacturer of playing ecards has
affixed stumps appropriate %o the
price per pack at which Le sold them,
the subsequent vender should not be
required to affix any additional stamps

thereto, whatever may be the price at
which he offers them.”

A revolution has indeed oeccurred
in the Sonth, and it has been incited
and brought to a erowiting suecess by
President’ Johnson himself. He has
conguered the hearts of a people who
were embittered by defeat on the field
of battle, anid whose imaginary wrongs
and love for slavery had worked them
ui o the highest point of hatred for
the eneral Government. His old
political antagonists are gmong the
first to do honor to his unselfish ad-
ministration of national affairs and
national justice. They have returned
to reason, apd henceforth we are as-
rsured that their actidn and inflpence
will be _thrﬂwn in favor of the old
flag, while they promise to prictice
the duty of meeting all their fellcw-
atizers. socially and poljtically, as
brothers, of one great nationality.

Union, denying the right of any
State to seeede, proclaiming all sc-
called ncts of secession utterly null
and void; that the men who strove to
break up the Union have mainly
given up the attemptin gool faith
and offer to come lLack, and. that we
of the North cannot stultify our past
action by now asserting that they not
only were outof the Union dinving
the rebellion, Lut shall remain out of
it after making proper submission.,
These asscrtions have been expressed
or implied in almost every public ad-
dress of his sinice his installation, and
may be taken as the unerring indices
of his future action. 7

Among the more important repqrts
coneerning the late wur that will he
brought te the notfise of the next
Congress is one now in rapid process
of compilation at the headquarters of
the Commissary of Prisoners. The
above report will be ready in about
six weeks, and will present a most
accurate and remarkable resume of
the captivity of Federal and rebel sol-
diers and all essential mafters pertain-
ing to their imprisonment. In antiei-
pation of this important document
we may state the following: The prin-
cipal depots for the Government pri-
soners during the late war were loen-
ted at Point Lookou:, Johnson’s
Island, Alton, Elmira, Chicago, Nash-
ville, St. Lonis and Fort Delaware.
These prisons, dnring the summer of
1864, contained more prisoners than
at any other period of the rebellion,
the captives numbering between,
75.000 and 80,000 men. The report
in guestion will show thaf'the number
of prisoners taken on both sides was
in the aggregate fully up to 560, 0004
and will give in aceuratenumbers the
strength of the Southern armies at
the time of their parolement and dis-
banding last spring. I# will also in.
dieate the number exclmnged,t,inlis:tatl
on the side of the enemy, died, es-
caped and took the oath of allegiance,
with o list of meén dying in Southern
prisons. The business now being
transacted by this bureau is almost
incredible. Besides the vast amount
of clerienl labor required to perfect
the records before the repor; of its
operations can be entirely completed,
it has also to render certificates of the
(overnmment’s indebtedness to each
Union soldier npon its rolls, the Way
Department having allowed, all such
commutationr ef rations at the rate af
twenty-five cents per day during the
period of their confinement, and also
three month’s extra pay to all who
were not released previous to the 30th
of May last. ‘Lhese certificates are
collectable of any commissary of sub-
sistence in the country. We are au-
thorized to state, in this connection,
that discharged soldiers who entrust
their claims of this nature to the
agents of the Sani Commission
and State agenta will be.paid in
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1 Reveral days ago the 'Government
recqived information of the seizure;
by the Canadian suthorities of Niaga~

re, of six hpndred Spencer rifles,
which were Pilaleu'ng smuggled into
Canadz for the use of Kemians or
othes agifators in the British Pro-
vinces. - It has gince been ascertained
that these arms were the purchases of
one Moses, in Toronfo, a little Jew,
formerly of Atlanta, Georgia, and one
of the heaviest hardware merchants
of the South, who, since his retire-
ment into Canada, has been furning
dishonest pennies by blockade nun-
ning and other transactions, in con-
nection with yellow fever Blackbury,
Steele, Sanders, and others of thad
class. The last notable transaction
in which Moses was concerncd, and
which came to the knowledgo of the
War Departmont, was the stealing
and smuggling into Canada of pat-
terns of Burden’s horse-shoe machine-
ry, with a view to the ultimato estab-
lishment of a harse-shoe factory at
Atlanta for the benefit of the rebel
Government; but Sherman’s operit-
tions spoiled that game. Next, Moses
went into the Fenian piks business,
and furnished large invoiges of that
formidable weapon to Irish republican
agents. Latterly, through agents in
the prinecipal cities of the North and
West, he has been purchasing ser-
viceable fire-arms for the same pur-
pose. The business has really grown
to be one of considerablg magnitude,
and inasmuch as the purchase of fire-
arms in this country is a perfeetly
legitimate business, the ¢fovernment
can do not'ing to st it It be-
hooves Britisi Americs. e and
detective oflicers to mainti, .« reaso)i-
able vigilance.—Cur.

struction. He virtually pardoned
Messrs. Btephens, Trenholm, Camp-
bell and Clarke, four State prisoners
of high rank, and he relieved I en-
tucky from military domination, re-
stored the privilege of the writ of
habeas corpus, and disbahded $he
negro troops. |
